TODAY'S PROBLEM 


We have problems here and 
throughout all of the foothill 


district. 
The problem is trying to re- 
tain the advantages of a 


sparsely settled community and 
at the same tiiné trying to be 
reasonable in accepting develop- 
ment, 

Some fesidents came here in 
former years because Upland, 
Alta Loma and Cucamonga were 
rural, unmolested by the wave 
of industrial and _ residentiat 
growth that changed other 
southland communities: 


Now the era of change is 
rapidly approaching the foothill 
communities. ; 

“When we came to Upland, 
this was such a nice, quiet little 
town,’’ a retired resident told 
us the other day. Hundreds of 
others could tell us the same. 
“‘Now look at it. I know very 
few people when I am downtown 
and there is so much traffic all 
about. I think I will go back 
east and live.’’ 

The fact remains, change can- 
not be stopped. Leaders in this 
area have perhaps delayed the 
subdivision wave. Some owners 
of groves welcome the change— 
and an opportunity to “cash in.” 

It is the hope of many resi- 
dents that in the changes that 
are ahead, there will be retained 
as many as possible of today’s 
advantages, ‘ 


CHANGES 

Annexations — incorporations 
— shifting from one school 
district to another. . . . these 


are being discussed often and 
some people may be getting 
confused, 

And so a summary on the 
general subject of changes may 
be timely: | 

No. 1 — Filed in the court- 
house this week was a petition 
by residents who want to be- 
come a part of the Upland 
school district and leave the 
the Ontario school district. In 
general this area is between the 
Santa Fe ae wey and the 
San Bernardino freeway and 
extends west of Grove Ave. to 
a point near the Los Angeles 
county lihe. Indications are that 
an election in this particular 
area will be held early next 
year. 

No. 2 — A public meeting is 
scheduled Nov. 10 in the Cuca- 
monga Central school house on 
the. proposal-+of--.all. the ele- 
mentary school districts . in 
Cucamonga and- Alta’ Loma 
being consolidated into one uni- 
fied district. 

‘No. 3 — Some College Heights 
residents, west of Upland, who 
are included ‘in. the proposed 
incorporation of Monte Vista, 
want to be in Upland; not Monte 
Vista. So legal proceedings may 
be taken -to bring about this 
change. 

No: 4 — “Eureka Gardens,”’ 
a neighborhood just east of the 
Upland city limits, voted against 
annexing to Upland. Some Cuca- 
monga | observes ‘are jubilant. 
over the outcome. Some Cuca- 
mongans are very. interested in 
becoming.a city and they don’t 
want to lose ‘any part of what is 
now the Cucamonga township. 


EXCESS RATE? = 


Which has the largest assess: 
ed valuation; the Upland Ele- 
mentary school district or the 
Etiwanda school district? 

Thé most $$ logical answer 
would be Upland, but that is 
wrong. Etiwanda is one of those 
very, very rare communities 
that has seen its assessed valu- 
ation skyrocket and its popula- 
tion remain almost static. The 
new Southern California Edison 
Co. sub - station is the one ma- 
jor item in the big valuation 
figure, 

And so, Etiwanda taxpayers 
are not at all concerned about 
the. ‘‘excess school tax rate’ as 
are residents in the Upland 
school district. In fact, it is sel- 
dom that any school district in 
the state now does not have an 
“‘excess rate.’”’ 

Upland at present has a school 
rate 40 cents higher than the so- 
called legal limit of 90 cents on 
each $100 of assessed valuation. 

An election Nov, 22, asks lo- 
cal residents to approve an ‘‘ex- 
eess rate’’ of 30 cents. 

The rate, higher than the 
‘statutory limit’’, is required to 
adequately provide for efficient 
operation of the Upland schools 
An “excess rate’’ prevails in all 
of the school districts in this 
area except Etiwanda.

Petition Is Filed 


, About the. middle of next Feb.-) The petition is the result of 


fpuarySs a verytikely. timetfor an 
Felection on the Upland-Ontario 
school. boundary question, ac- 
cording to Guy Daniels, a de- 
puty in the office of the county 
superintendent of schools. 

On file today in the courthouse 
is a petition asking for a change 
in the school boundary, extending 
the Upland limits south to the 
San Bernardino freeway. ‘‘If the 
election favors the boundary 
change, July 1, 1956 is the date 
the change will be effective,’ Mr. 
Daniels ‘said. 





Public Hearing On 
Freeway Route Set 


In an effort to definitely decide 
on the location’ of the yroposed 
“Upper Freeway’”’ through the 
Upland citrus: district, a public 
hearing will be held in the Grove 
theater: at 10 a.m. Nov. 10. 

“We want to make a definite 
decision on the location, so the 
California division of highways 
may buy site for the route in the 
near future if such purchases are 
for the best interests of the 
public,’’ Clyde V. Kane, district 
engineer, told The Upland News 
yesterday. 

Actual construction of the high- 


way is not scheduled for several 
years. 

All interested persons are in- 
vited tothe public meeting, its 
purpose bein,’ to enable repre- 
sentatives of the highway com- 
mission to receive protests 
against the. suggested route or 
any other comments from the 
public. . 

A large aerial map, 18 feet in 
length, showing the route under 
consideration will be on display. 
In addition, highway commis-

10 Acre Site 
May Be Used 


Twenty acres of land on San 
Bernardino road, east of the San 
Antonio Community hospital, is 
scheduled for development as a 
site for professional buildings 
and multiple family residents. 

At least, the Upland planning 
commission has approved a ten- 
tative plan for placing offices 
for doctors on the south side of 
San Bernardino road and dwel- 
lings on the property extending 
south to Arrow Hwy. The pro- 
posed site extends east across a 
storm drain channel.

_ Chaffey ‘‘Issue” Not Milliken, 


£ 


But Housing Problem Solution 


It appears that Dan’ Milliken is being made an “issue”; 
rather than the “issue” being centered on how best to solve 
the Chaffey housing problem. 

Mr. Milliken, who is superintendent of the high school and 
college system, was the apparent target of opponents at the 
May election. He is still the target of opponents who failed to 
achieve their objectives in that election. He is now being per- 
sonally persecuted, only to satisfy the personal whims of his 
antagonists; not for any sound reason. 

If the voters were dissatisfied with Mr. Milliken they would, 
of course, have elected a candidate in May who so strongly 
opposed the plan that had been recommended by the board 
and Mr. Milliken. 

We believe we are expressing the sincere feelings and 
admiration of most of the people in the Upland district when 
we say that Mr. Milliken is an outstanding leader, well-aware 
of his responsibilities as a leader, and highly capable of help-, 
ing to meet the problems ahead. 

It is the responsibility of the head of any governmental 
agency to advise his close associates of the real needs. In 
this case, one of the big major problems is housing. Getting 
more campus space and providing more classrooms to serve 
the oncoming pupils. A less forceful leader, a selfish person, 
more interested in his job security than in meeting his respon- 
sibilities, could avoid recrimination and villification by saying 
little; by ignoring the housing shortage. 

Mr. Milliken is well aware of the future needs, however. 
Members of the Chaffey board and of the Chaffey finance com- 
mittee are in a far better position to act on vital matters be- 
cause the superintendent is alert, sincere and unafraid. 

The fact remains; high school and college student popu- 
lation within the next few years will require more space and 
many more classrooms. 

The best and most economical way to meet the housing 
problem must be determined. The community's job is to help 
find that solution; not to discuss “Milliken”. 


Is Juvenile Officer Needed? 


In the opinion of some residents, this city needs on its 
police department a man who is especially skilled in dealing 
with youngsters and their problems, In other words, a so- 
called ‘juvenile officer’. 

Mrs. A. B. Weisbrod was one of the strongest advocates 
for such a person prior to her leaving Upland and locating in 
Solvang. She had support in her contention that Upland com- 
munity was large enough and had enough contacts with 
youngsters to justify the employment of a “juvenile officer’. 

Of course, finances is the only reason the Upland city 
council has not included such a specialist in the police depart- 
ment. If the public wants such an officer, however, the public 
should know it will have to pay for hom through a larger police 
department budget. 

It is up to the community to decide if the time has come to 


provide a specialist in helping solve juvenile problems. In gen- 
eral, Upland does not have many “juvenile problems.” In the 
opinion of Mrs. Weisbrod and others, however, now is a good 
time to help maintain that condition rather than waiting until 
on unhealthy situation must be cleaned up. 

An occasional glance at the police blotter reveals incidents 
involving juveniles. It is true that as the district's population 
increases, juvenile problems increase, The time may come 
very soon, when an officer, trained especially for the position, 
will be needed to help young people who become involved in 
the law.

What kept us out of the re- 
formatory is more than I'll ever 
out. Halloween was the 
signal for wanton destruction of 
anything loose or moveable. 
Attila the Hun was a piker. 

The polite children who fre- 
quented our door on Halloween, 
with their ‘‘trick or treat,’’ were 
happy, considerate, and exceed- 
ingly well mannered. 

Sociologists, in years to come, 
may point to this period in his- 
tory as another change from the 
barbaric to the civilized. Some 
of the acts perpetuated in the 
name of Halloween years ago 
were cruel and thoughtless. 

Halloween in yesteryear meant 
the coming of a disaster as much 
as a hurricane warning predicts 
storm disaster now. The good 
householders moved everything 
inside that was moveable, locked 
all doors that could be locked 
and turned out the dog. 

In those days, lived without the 
convenience of indoor plumbing, 
there was always one small 
building at the rear of the lot 
which was considered fair prey 
by youthful marauders. This 
small building was highly vulner- 
able because street lights were 
as yet unheard of and the owner 
could not protect property he 
could not see. , 

Three or four stout youths, 
shoving in unison, could start one 
of these small buildings rocking

METRO Completes 


Two Years of Service 


Metropolitan Coach Lines took over more than forty public 
transit lines, covering the fastest-growing, most industrialized 
area of Southern California, on October 1, 1953. Now, as 
Metro’s third year of operation gets under way, is an appro- 
priate time to summarize briefly the progress made during 


those first two years. 


NEW BUSES: Since October, 1953, the company has purchased 265 new, de luxe “air 
suspension” motor coaches, costing $6,149,550. This means faster travel and greater com- 


fort for thousands of Metro riders. 





BUSES REPLACE STREET CARS: Motor coack service’ has replaced rail service 
on the Hollywood Blvd. Line (Sept. 1954) and on the Los Angeles-Glendale- Burbank 
Line (June 1955). These changes have provided more frequent, more flexible.and more 


convenient services. 


NEW TERMINALS: As‘ a part of its $15,000,000 improvement program, Metro has 
buile two new divisional service-terminals in Van Nuys and El Monte, for a total amouat 
of $665,000. A third, costing $365,000, is now under construction at West Hollywood. 


EXTENDED SERVICE: In: the San Fernando Valley, Metro has extended four lines to 
serve new areas, and in August, 1954, acquired the Asbury Rapid Transit System, which 
is now integrated with Metro routes throughout the VaNey. Through service has been 
inaugurated between Los Angeles and Redlands, and the route serving Sierra Madre 
lengthened to include Santa Anita Highlands. Many other additions and changes ia routing 
have been made throughout the system. 


SMOG REDUCTION: Substantial progress toward the elimination of noxious fumes 
from the engine exhausts of motor coaches has been achieved by Metro through an exten- 
sive program of engine improvement, engine overhaul and preventive maintenance. Super- 
vised tests, made early in 1954 and since, have proved that smog contribution from Metro's 
diesel buses is negligible, if any. Since March, 1954, Metro has been using a premium 
water-white diesel fuel, especially refined at our request. This fuel will be continued in use 
to keep Metro diesel exhausts free from smoke and smog contributancs.
